booming,, into one: of-the .port-holes., .near, 
which I was stationed, dismounted the gun, 
and shivered the, carriage .into thousands of 
splinters.. Theae.splinters ..were, scattered, 
with terrible :force throughout the fortj kill- 
ing thirty-three men instantly; and wound- 
ed many more.;.. This was the most destruc- 
tive single shot we received, but throughout 
the.entire cannonading the,havoc in Moul- 
Jrie was terrible. 


; The dead and dying lay about as in every 


'direction, and were.trampled under foot by 
the soldiers in their arduous labors. .We 
had not surgeons enough' to attend7to them 
all, and the groans of. -the dying aud their 
pitions cries for help were distressing in the 
extreme. When Sumter finally capitulated 
without losing a man, thank God,-the rela- 
tives of our dead and wounded hastened to 
Mouitrie to learn their fate. 
Mothers came 


asking for their sons,. sisters .for brothers, 
sons for fathers, and all were"'told'that' all 
were well—'that none were killed,'but that 
eonfuaion prevailed," aii'd"the spldiers'could 
not be seen.' That night'the" bodies of the 
dead were' boxed iip and'conveyedbu shore, 
where they were buried'in trenches in the. 
negro burying-grouhd. 
One hundred and 


sixty bodies were conveyed to the burial- 
place on a small'schooner, .and the .others, 
by'various other''conveyances'; Ori.lhe fol-' 
lowing day, when relatives inquired for those 
who were dead, they were told that they had 
been sent away to' other points to recruit 
their energies. 
Every possible'ineans were 


resorted to keep the truth from being knowji. 
:I myself counted over two 'hundred dead 
bodies in Port Mouitrie, and know tb'at there 
were others which I did not see. 


" I have 110 means of knowing the.extent 


of the slaughter at the other fortifications, 
but heard incidentally, that it was.;serious, 
although not so great as at Mouitrie,. I 
was told that one sh.pt at Steven's .Battery

place he left on Thursday last. He repre- 
sents that there are about forty thousand 
troops in Washington and its neighborhood. 
The capitol is now safe, and the adminis- 
tration is about to make a vigorous demon- 
stration against Virginia. The first move- 
ment will probably be made against Har- 
per's Ferry. The greatest difficulty experi- 
enced by.the administration heretofore, has 
been from the want of fidelity of many of 
the officers of the navy and army; and this 
has delayed and crippled their movements. 


Mr. O'Brien came through by way of An- 


napolis. From Washington City to An- 
napolis the railroad is guarded by thearmy. 
At Annapolis Junction, eighteen miles from 
Washington, a large body of troops is post- 
er!; This is the main military position be- 
tween Washington and Annapolis. 
The 


whole length of ths railroad to Annapolis 
is guarded by soldiers, posted every four 
miles. They live in tents made of cedar and" 
pine bonghs, which present a picturesque 
appearance. Every thing along the line 
was ia perfect order, exhibiting through 
military discipiline.

At Annapolis, there are a large number 


of Uoops who occupy the town and the pub- 
lic buildings. This is considered the most 
important.military position, with regard to 
the capitol, and the number of troops vary 
from eight to ten thousand, as they are con- 
stantly arriving and departing for'Washing- 
ton. 


Annapolis is an old-fashioned looking 


town, built in the style of the reign of 
Qneen Anne, and an old church is pointed 
out erected at that time. 
The mansion of 


Charles Carroll is on one of the highest 
points in the city, and is a quaintold build- 
ing. The Catholic cathedral is the most 
prominent building in the place, and has 
the Union flag floating over it. 
The Cath- 


olic religion ia predominant in this region, 
and they are all for the Union. 
The scen- 


ery about thiB old place is fine, and the lo- 
catien of the city upon the Chesapeake bay 
very pleasant. 


From Annapolis to Perryville the passage 


is by steamboat up the bay. 
Old residen- 


ces are seen upon the shores, upon either 
Land, bearing the same quaint appearance 
as those in the town. The bay was crowd- 
ed by small crafts, and several war vessels, 
all bearing the flag of our Union, and as 
the boat passed them the cheering was con- 
stant and hearty for the Sar Spangled Ban- 
ner.

.»tlil'e is eiidaugered by tbe malice of another, tlie 
hole nature rises up and resists the invasion. If tue 
uestion lies between principle and ll.e, If one or theoth- 
r must beaut rendered—the true man will stand upon 
rineiple und contend for it unto death. Death is pre- 
rable to hopeless slavery, and every man who has IBB- 
d the blessings of freedom and has a high soul within 
m, will respond to the famous sentiment ol' Tatdck 
enry, "Give me liberty, or give ine death." 
No man 


as a right tamely to submit to the loss of his possessions 


—whether they be life, liberty, or means of subsistence 
—when assailed by lawless violence. His submission 


ould encourage the pluuderer, the oppressor and mur- 
ered) to renewed acts of crime. 
By yielding to unjust demands, or allowing his enemy 
, deprive him of either property, liberty or life, h.' 
ould expose others to injury, suffering, and perhaps ru- 
a. Suppose you are attacked by a ruffian ou.your way 
ome, with murderous weapons; you are bound to resist 
im, nnd if need be, take tils life. Uecause, if .you huve 
lamily they depend on your exertions for subsistence, 
nd huve a claim on your energies. If none look to you 
or support, the community requires of you an effort to 
epel the assassin and deter him from further deeds of 
lood, or to destroy him-on the spot. These positions 
will scarcely be denied. 
The present war is one of defence. Our enemies have 


attacked our property and fellow citizens and taken 
hem from us. Ttiey havu plundered us of millions, and 
equipped their forces fi-om. our arsenals, with the ex- 
>ress intention of becoming masters of the government. 
Jur capital Is threatened aud its vast treasures are Iu 
mminent danger of falling into their hands, flushed 
with victory and armed to the teeth they would undoubt- 
edly endeavor to extend .their authority over the whole 
American continent. The liberty of speech and action 
which they deny to northern men in tljeir states, wuuld 
be abridged or abrogated wherever the Palmetto flag 
should Uoat. Whoever should dare to openly denounce 
slavery aa an evil and a sin, would be imprisoned or 
Imng—probably the latter. The peculiar Institution 
would be forced upon the whole people, and the govern- 
ment of which it is now declared the corner-stone, absorb 
us all into its vortex. Evils such as no man can ade- 
quately conceive would result from a tame submission to 
the present attitude of the south. " H h) a time of war" 
—a time when self-defence, and tlie protection of the 
rights and interests of those who arc committed to our 
caTe, justify us in throwing onnnlres heart and soul into 
the impending conUict. 


JJoe<i any man say1 the south are acting on the ueien- 


jive, while we tiro the aggressors ? It Is worth while to 
examine tliat position, since history will make inquisition 
upon the question, and our own consciences will not rest 
until il is settled. 
What liiive we of the north clone by way of aggres- 
sion! To assume for tlio whole muss of northern peo- 
plo perfc-ct i-ectitude is merely absurd. Individuals 
nave villlued nnd outraged tho south. John Brown's 
raid was one of the most infamous acts that history has 
recorded. 
13 ut Abolitionism has never been endorsed 


by a nuijority of our people, and John Brown is held in. 
general as a vile uiaraudar, or pitied :u aa insane avcii- 
•••er oi" wrongs e»dur«fl iu tbe . border ruffian wai-in 
ICansus. As u bod^j wo have Imd no desire to interfere 
with tlie domestic institutions of tho Bonth. 
A sturdy 


determination has grown np among us not to allow thu 
extension of slavery into the territories, or, to leave tho 
people of the same to make their wwn laws and udopt. 
such institutions as they pleased. There luis ulso been 
an increasing didliko for slavery, fowtered by moans that 
no government can repress righteously, and onc«uragod 
by thu outriLgijs in blanfioa aud tho capital. Border ruf- 
fianism and bullying, by which Inoffensive citizens and 
honorable senators were smitten down, have served to 
enkindle a fcdiug of indignation, and to throw discred- 
it on tlie social system wblch approves and growl such 
fornia of character. Yet so far OS 1 urn aware, there 
has been no settled disposition to annoy or injure the 
southern people. 
And .wo havo surely hud no fixed 


purpose to disturb them in tho enjoyment of their 
rights under tho constitution. 
We have mado no threats of disunion or coer- 


cion. Statesman havo solemnly declared it their opin- 
ion that there is an irrepressible conflict between free- 
dom and slavery, tluit the country cannot exist half 
slavo aud half free. 
They havo avowed the belief, not 


for the purpose of making war on tho south, but be- 
cause tbey perceived that things were tending to thnt 
issue, by natural laws and irresistible processes. When 
our Saviour said to the Jews, "except ye repent ye 
shall nil likewise perish," be did not affirm that he was 
intending to de.sti-oy them, but that such was the legit- 
imate ami necessary result of their conduct, in the 
course of eternal justice. Such is the natural and in- 
tended effect of tfie expressed belief of tho antagonism 
between slavery and freedom. 


The north surrendtn-ed ono point after another, made 


no preparations to resist; or coerce the south, suggested a 
national convention, were ready for any action that 
should secure to them tbeir constitutional rights. 1'ur- 
thei-niore, when rebellion was established and organized, 
its armies were levied, its batteries built under tho 
ea\ es of onr fortresses, and all things in order for war, 
wo looked on calmly, prayed that tbey might retrace 
tbeir steps, forbore active preparations to meat them, 
and eveu gave tuem guarantees in the constitution ttiat 
should luive satisfied every candid citizen. 
lie wlio holds himself aloof from partisan politics 
and reads with reflection, who boars iu mind the events 
of post years und tho situation of the south, will speak 
with moderation. Their grievances seem to tJien great- 
er than to us. Cut we know of nothing tha can justi- 
fy them in their pluoderiug, their secession, their trea- 
son, 
their attempt to brc*k up at the point of tho bayo- 


net tho best government on the earth, and forco us in- 
to a civil war or a cowardly surrender to their self-as- 
soited authority and grasping claims. I.repeat thnt we 
are now summoned, not to invade and trample the 
rights of others; but to protect ourselves and our fami- 


cowardico -would invite the bloodthirsty hordes -who JJQ" 
applauded the border -ruffians and tho assailants of 
Senator Sumner, and not them only but the first pow- 
erful enemy who desired a portion of onr territory, pi- 
revenge for fancied wrongs 
The truth, is, onvtbmg 


loss than tho united arraj of tho -whole mass ot loyal 
citizens, to assert the dignity nnd power, the value and 
inviolability ot the Union, would involve the American 
people in difficulties nevor t« bo escaped 
Sell-govern- 
ment would be pronounced o failure, and the wisdom of 
our fathers prove to have been consummate folly. Pos- 
terity will not forgive the age that allows the best so- 
cifil fabric of the world to fail m rums without nn 
cfi-'ort to save it. And fdll it must, unless we rise in 
oiir might, and resist with armed battalions those 
•who aro.striving to batter it down 
The war is necessary to-preserve the integnl-y of the 


government and thereby savo.us from anarchy,overawe 
rebellious spirits in all future lime, command the respect 
offoroign nations, establish the ubilityofmen for aelf-gov- 
ernmciit in a republic, pecpetuate the blessings of civil 
and religious, liberty to the generation?' that shall fol- 
low. The government is powerless to carry on this con- 
test without tho co-operation of it» loyal subjects. It 
becomes the duty Of every good citizen to cast aside par- 
tisan feeling and local prejudice, to listen attentively 
to the proclamations of the executive, anil prepare him- 
self as they did in the days of the revolution, to devote 
meansnnd life upon the altar of tbo country III under- 
stand the duties of achristian,nb law forbids him to fight 
the battle •. of his country when they are vrogod for prin- 
ciple. Some of tho brightest examples of fidelity to 
Christ lm\ e been produced in the camp.

war is absolutely essential to the accomplishment of 
the purposes for which the republic was founded. 


The question is frequently mooted — Have we ft gov- 


ernment, and will it prove equal to the emergency? 
To the freemen of the north this inquiry JB now put, in 
the most tangible sliupo. '1'ho «outli have virtually ig- 
nored tho existence of the government, ami by acces- 
sion have treated it with supreme contempt. If any 
nation have been called to rtccido a great question un- 
der thi) most solemn clrcmnytaneea, we nuw occupy 
that position. The eyes of all civilised men are .upon 
us. Are we wythy of tho inheritance for which our 
fathers labored nnd suffered? Is eclf-govoniment to bo 
henceforth abandoned1' fl9 impracticable? 
Shall the 


beautiful dreams of philantropists prove baseless fab- 
rics? Dit) our father* shed their blood in vain! For 
if the right ot" secession be recognized, and thf> federal 
compact be a moi-e ngreornent capable of being annul- 
led by either party at will, we are no better off, 
so far 


as the government is.conccrned, than tho tribes that 
roamed our country before tho white man saw it. 
Wo 


are liable to be broken np into innumerable fragments, 
and exposed to the cxiU of anarchy and endless contu- 
sion. 
' 
. 
I wa3 at ona time almost persuaded tliat it was best 


to allow them peaceably to retire and nurse thoir insti- 
tution alone, lint now they have smitten us, and every 
honest man feels the blow tingling along bia nerves. 
They have declared their cksiro to possess the archives 
of the republic and bficome tho government. It is no 
longer time for hesitation on the part of our executive 
and lite cabinet. They havo boon elected legally, and 
to their hands is committed the responsibility of pro- 
tecting" the rights and interests of tho nation. It is 
heir duty to sec that the government fulfils tlio pur- 
joses of its organization', as expressed by tho coustitu- 
ion 
The President affirmed chat ho took tho oath to 


dnpport the constitution without mental reservation. 
This we must believe, till we see evidence that clearly 
establishes a purposo to defeat the end^ of tho govern- 
ment, and to invade tho rights of tho people aa speci- 
fied in the instrument that binds them together. 


If ho proceeds, after duo forbearance and clemency, 


to suppress sedition and rebellion,, to recover stolen 
property, shield loyal men from tho malice of the reb- 
els, disperse armies that menace the safety of the re- 
public; in short, if, with the advice of tho heads of de- 
partments, true, tried nnd distinguished citizens, he 
performs the duties of a chief magistrate in accordance 
•with his oath, who will not stand up and manfully of- 
fer him every neiiiUd and possible servico? 
"What loss 


can ho do. tmil command for us tho respect of the 
world? To falter would, be treason — to hesitate would 
bo imbecility— to refuse a call toarms would bo cow- 
ardice :iud eternal ignominy. 
Treason is the blackest 


of crimes, [isrecially In a Zfiadur, to whoeo keeping are 
entrusted the interests of millions. 
Imbecility and 


complisbccl. 
1. Let us hnve no peace till secession, as a doctrine, 


has been utterly annihilated antl become a byword 
mnontt nicn. 
"The essence of anarchy" should be totally destroyed 


by teaching every part of tho country, at tho mouth of 
cannon und tho point of bayonets, that this Union 
ia a unit, an organic whole, from which no member has 
a moral right to withdraw. The etntea aro not bound 
to the constitution aa oars are attachcil to alocomotive, 
and as easily disjoined. It has borneiiet onward alonp 
tho highway of prosperity, and they who aro now Beck- 
ing to separate themselves, would bo left behind, sta- 
tionery oa the track ot progress, and other nations 
would awureilly crush tliem in their advance. Tliocon- 
Htitution is a principle of Ufu like the aoul in the human 
body. By itwunre consolidated into a living organ- 
ism. If one member suffers, all Buffer with it. Let 
one drop off or tear iteclf away nnd thu whole would ba 
agonized or robbed of a necessary moans qf happinuss 
and growth. The doctrine that encourages such Injury 
must bo rebuked and forever extripatod by this war of 
1801. 
2. Poaco should reign, further, only when tho intern. 


ty of tbe Union has been practically established. In 
other words, when tlis fortri havo been garrisoned by 
loyal troops, when every piece of United States proper- 
ty haa bueii restored to the government, when its ICAVS 
aro cheerfully recognized and obeyed by every citizen, 
when the law abiding of every section can fncnlc their 
sentiments freely, according to local provisions, on every 
loot of American soil, and transact their legitimate busi- 
ness without ftiar. Then, and not till then, let tlie red right 
band of war sink into tho lap of pence. God grant that 
hostilities may not be terminated ore that coveted con- 
summation, though our rivers run with gore, nnd orory 
southern city, commencing with Bultimorei smoke in 
heapH of ruins. 


y. No peace either, till every robcl leader has fled his 


country or suffered a traitor's 'Joom. Tho man who fired 
the firwt gun into tho " Star of tltc "West," in Charleston 
harbor, has already been shot in a dnel. Too swift ret- 
ribution t Multitudes of tho southern pcoplo abhor this 
rebellion.- Tho armies of' Recession contain thou- 
sands who would gladly bo at homo or in tho north. A 
few daring aud aspiring mun have involved us in this 
horrible tlilunmoi" civil war or destruction. TljQ ring- 
leadcrs/aml ovcry man who Higned tho ordinance of se- 
cession, should fuel tho full weight of an outraged peo- 
ple's holy wrath. When they no longer enjoy tho priv- 
legea of citizenship in this free land and wander as out- 
casts and vagabonds, or hang between heaven nnd earth, 
scorned of both, then may tlio dogs of war bo kenneled, 
but not before. I say thH in no vindictive spirit. For 
I would not harm a southern man except at the call of 
justice and of mercy. T eecm to hear their blending 
-voices summon tbo people to'rid the land of murderers 
and wretches who havo forced us into humiliation and 
fraticiilal war. Thoir expatriation or dcatli would 
warn damagogucs of the danger of treason and tend to 
tho preservation nf our liberties. 


4. Many good men fear tlie incoming of peace before 


tho bone of contention ia buried beyond all hope of .res- 
urrection. This, however, is not a war against slavery. 
Thu government could never ba forced into such a war, 
under the constitution, nor justly expect the aid of loyal 
men in its prosecution. Hot-headed ppc;ikera aro en- 
davooring to force us upon such ground. Let iw iiot bo 
driven to occupy any other position than that now as- 
lumed by the president. 


But let us hope that the cause of our agitations -will 


go down beneath the heel of war, nnd there receive its 
death blow. How this will be effected, lot wiso man 
tench ug. That slaves.will rinc nnd murder women and 
innocent children, niuatbo expected. Negroes do not 
love slavery, when they have a fall1 prospect ot fi'eeiloni. 
.Thnt they may bu launched upon tho north by millions is 
not impossible. That they •will pencil in battle, by 
hunger anil exposure, by sickness and alarm, if tho 
'BtruggUi fiunlinnes -for yours, in muni than probable.—- 
That the fitates whore they aro hpld in bondage or re- 
main at tho closo of the war, will claim them is almost 
certain. Itimiy be among tho possibilities, that so foiv 
of them will survive, or ntill dwell in slave states as to 
render expedient to break up the system and extermi- 
nate the Institution.: In any event, tho poor negroes 
will suffer untold horrors, and we too, as a nation, must 
suffer with them. If I coidd sea everything clearly, 
that pertains to this question, I would apeak more pos- 
itively. But the heart says, pi'ay that the war may not 
bo ended till every human being who breathes the air 
of our country shall have the right guaranteed him to 
eixjoy life, liberty and tho pursuit of happiness. Then 
in a "time of peace." The "irrepressible conflict" will 
have'changed its ground to other questions; and, oa 
during all history, the lull and the atorm wilt follow in 
more or less quick succession. No true or permanent 
peace will be enjoyed till we find or experience it in the 
presence and lovo of Christ in heaven. Let not these 
times of commotion cause you to forget that God alone 
can, give you peace of mind and eternal rest in his 
fri«ndship. 
For the patriots who take life in their hands and 
march to scenes of carnage, let us continue to pray.— 
Tor our leaders who bear tremendous responsibilitiesin 
that oppressive climate, let us beseech heaven's blcsn- 
ing. Upon our enemies let us call down -wisdom and 
repentance. Let no man fenr that God will spurn the 
champions of the right. Let us go forward to conquer 
a peace that shall endure for ages. .If we wage this war 
upon high principles and stand ' up as ono man to sus- 
tain the government, it will not prove an unmixed ca- 
lamity to onr nation.. Jlathor by the blessing of God, 
we shall emerge from its trials with fresh vigor, a 
stronger, nobler people. Wo shall be taught many les- 
sons that tho masses do not lenrn in times of peace.— 
We can afford to be of good cheer, and pursue our voca- 
tions in reliance on the justice of our causeand tho uni- 
ted gigantic forces of the north.. 
- Lot us close by summoning you to consider the need 
of personal religion nmidat these trying events, and let 
the church of God manifest their fidelity by shining 
forth with rising splendor aa the night shall deepen.
